{a) Duztng the month of May, "A" Troop accounted for 34 structures doe~ 
troyed, 11 sunpane destruyoi, 18 weapons captured, and 115 enemy killed. 
Tventy-five -inutes after “A" Troop crossed the border into Cambodia they 
made contac’ with the ensmy and inserted the acro rifle platoon. Results 
were 2 enews KBA and a sisable weapons cache captured. 


(db) Jn June, "A" Troop supported the 25th US Infantry Division and the 
199th Light Infantry Hricade resulting in 9 eneny KBA, 44 structures destroyed, 
5 sampar.s destroyed, and $ vehicles destroyed. The troop was also involved in 
wareening the withdrawal of US forces from the Fishhock region of Cambodia. 


(0) During the acnth of July, "A" Troop eliminated 10 ensmy while dea- 
troying 21 structures and 3 sampans. 


(2) ‘The mission of "B" Troop has been that of armed combat surveillance 
and reconnaissance and support of grown troops in contact. The aero-rifle 
platoon was used at the digoretion of the troop commander for limited ground 
rooonnaissanco missions, as security for dowed siroraft, aml to develop any 
situation found by the combat surveillance teams. 


(a) During the month of May, which was the high point of the Oambodian 
campaign, "RB" Troop killed 55 enesy while destroying 59 atructures. 


(o) In June, "BY Troop supported the 25th U8 Infantry Division, the 199th 
Lit Intantry Brigade, and the Capitol Military District resulting in 27 eneuy 
killed, 122 structures destroyed, and 30 eampans destroyed.

oure downed aircraft. 


(a) During the month cf May, "C" Troop killed 174 enewy personnel and 
destroyed 60 structures wile supporting the 25th US Infantry Divieion and 
the 199th Light Infantry Brigade. On 22 Mny a gimship expenied on a company 
sise enemy force while supporting a ground ocntact resulting in 32 enesy EMA 
and a mortar position destroyed. .

(0) During the month of July, "C" Troop killed 7 onemy and destroyed 34 
structurese On 22 Jwy "C" Troop bogun & otand down in preparation for their 
move to Military Rogicn I to support the 1st Brigadc, 5th Mechanised Infantry.
